REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art discloses or renders as obvious, a "sealing disk comprising two abutment 
surfaces disposed between a pair of sealing surfaces, the two abutment surfaces being 
configured to limit movement of the sealing disk in both longitudinal directions", in 
combination with the rest of the limitations of claim 1 . Weh et al. (5,095,947) discloses a 
sealing disk (7) but does not provide a second abutment surface between the two pair 
of sealing surfaces to limit movement the sealing disk.
